The   total   travel  was  136,352  persons  compared  with  98,223  in  the   season 
of  1922.       Of   the   total  only  97.3  persons  arrived  prior  to    the  official  oncning 
June  20th-        The   increase  of  40,129  visitors   this  year  exceeded  the  most  confi- 
dent pre- season  estimate  "by  at  least  fifteen  thousand, 

The   extraordinary  number  of  visitors   is   attributed  to    the  rapid  de- 
velopment of  independent  automobile  travel,    splendid  railroad  service^    the 
national  attention  directed   to   the  park  by  the  visit  of  President  and  Mrs » 
Sarding  and  their  official  party c   and  the  generally  favorable  conditions  encoun- 
tered by  those   seeking  recreation  in   the  park.        The  year  was  exceptional  for 
the  abundance  Of  wild  animal  life   and   tho   profusion  of  wild  flowers*        The 
vreather  during  most  of  the    summer  was  delightful.
